People living in rented premises are paying the landlord's taxes for 
him, a good rate of interest tment, thus yielding him a profit and 
in the long run actually paying for the property. The amount thus paid out 
annually in rental would in the course of years pay the purchase price and 
the present shortsighted renter have an asset to show for his money. 

The family living in a rented house inevitably take less care of the prop- 
erty than would be the case if it was their own They do not exert them- 
selves to anything like the extent an owner would to improve and beautify 
the property, with the result that communities renters predominate 
do not prosperous, appearance which marks a 
community of home owner The incentive to steadily add to the value of 
the property is lacki on the contrary, the opposite effect is too frequently 
noted because improvement of the property by the renter may easily resuit in 
a demand trom the landlord for a higher rental.

dues as France, so Liechtenstein is al- 
lied by treaty to Switzerlan't as re 
gards customs, posts and telegraphs. 
The diet of fifteen members is elected 
on the basis of universal sufirage and 
proportional representation, so it is 
quite up-to-date in spite of the fact 
that the capital Vaduz has a popula- 
tion of only one thousand. 

San Marino, in Central Italy, pereh- 
ed high up on a precipitous rock and 
approached by one single road only, 
claims to be the oldest state in Eur- 
ope, which, however, is disputed. ! It 
certainly has been independent since 
the early part of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and it probably met with very 
little outside interference for many a 
hundred years previous to that. A 
republic of thirty-eight square miles, 
the reins of government is in the 
hands of a grand council of sixty 
members, and here again there is no 
national debt. But it has an army, 
the present strength of which is 
thirty nine officers and 950 men, Ex- 
tradition treaties exist between San 
Marino and Great Britain, Belgium, 
Holland and the United States, 

But what is probably the oldest and 
most certainly the most interesting of 
all these curious political survivals of 
medieval feudalism is Andorra, the 
“Valleys of Andora,” to give the offi 
cial designation of a little state at tha 
heart of the Pyrenees, situated amid 
some of the most magnificent moun- 
tain scenery in all Europe, It is 
larger than the others, having an area 
of 175 square miles and a population 
of about six thousand, and until the 
Trans-Pyrenean railway penetrated 
there a year or two ago, was so shut 
in by mountains and difficult of access 
that century after century passed 
without working any change in it. 
The archives, which are said to-go 
back to Charlemagne’s time, are kept 
in a cupboard in the wa!l of the primi- 
tive little council chamber,

lic, being under the protection both of

of time. He cannot take his living from a come 
munity and give nothing back to help the other 
fellow make a living. If he cuts off the other fel- 
low’s living, he is bound eventually to cut off his 
own, for unless the other fellow has money to buy 
his labor or his goods he can not make a living 
himself. 

You may say that what you buy doesn’t amount 
ta much and the money you send away cannot have 
ahy. great effect upon your town. That may be 
true, but what will be the result if every person 
in the community, or half of them, or a tenth of 
them, take the same view of the matter. Your 
business, in itself, may not amount to much, but 
taken together with the business of a hundred 
others in the community, it amounts to a great deal. 
It amounts to the difference between a prosperous 
community and e “dead” one. It amounts to the 
difference, in the end, between good times and bad 
times for yourself ‘and family. To do verything 
possible to build up your-community is not only a 
duty which you owe to. the community, but—more

The merchants of any community pay a very 
considerable part of the taxes ‘collected in that com- 
munity. Go to the tax books and you will find 
this tobe the case. When the business of the mer- 
chant falls off and he carries smaller stocks and 
has less money in the bank, he pays smaller taxes, 
and as the amount he pays in taxes decreases, the 
amount you pay must increase if the schools are to 
be maintained and the roads kept up.

An Important Dye Discovery 


New Dyes Attach Themssives to 
Artificial Silk But Have No Effect 
On Cotton 


During and since the war, close and 
most successful attention has been 
given in Great Britain to the subject 
of dyes. A British company, in which! 
the Government is interested, develop- | 
ed a special line of dyes in connec- 
tion with a very strong form of arti- | 
ficial silk, also produced by a British | 
company. The manufacture of this! 
silk has been impeded by the difficulty 
of dyeing it in fast shades, but that 
difficulty has now been overcome. 
The new dyes attach themselves to 
artificial silk but have no effect on 
cotton; therefore a cloth in which | 
cotton and artificial silk are mixed | 


,can have the silk dyed one color by | 


the new dye and the cotton dyed an- 
other color by an ordinary dye. 
Further, it was found that the final 
color of the fabric as a whole could 
be modified by a subsequent chemical 
treatment.
